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ASK INJUNCTION ~ 


The Town of Wilmington, Tues- 

day afternoon, through the law 
office of Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, filed a writ in Cam- 
bridge Superior Court, asking 
for an immediate injunction a- 
gainst further gravel opera- 
tions in the so-called Hunt 
gravel pit, off Concord Street 
The writ asked that an immed- 
iate injunction be granted, 
and further that a hearing be 
granted for a permanent in- 
junction, 

The writ was signed by Minot 
Anderson, building inspector, 
acting as Zoning Officer of 
Wilmington, 

Town Manager Fred Calabrese, 
last Saturday issued orders to 
the Chief of Police to stop 
further operations in the pit, 
which has not complied with 
the town’s gravel regulations. 
At the time Calabrese issued 
the order gravel trucks were 
arriving at the pit at the 
rate of three every five min- 
utes, each of the trucks hav- 
ing a 10 yard capacity, and 
the majority of them being o- 
perated, according to the le- 
gend on the side of the trucks 
by the All-State Trucking Co. 
of Woburn. It is understood 
that the drivers were being 
paid at an overtime rate, in 
order to get all the gravel 
possible from the pit as quick 
ly as possible. 


Anderson told the Town Crier 
that before he signed the writ 
he first took definite steps 
to make sure that the entire 
gravel removing operation was 
within the Town of Wilmington. 
The pit, at’ the present time 
is supposed to be owned by the 
Pleasant Homes, Corp. of Mal-

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THE OLD TOWN BOUNDS 
(THEY AIN'T WHAT THEY USED TO BE) 

A by result of the new interstate highway 
coming through Wilmington has been some very 
eareful surveying, by State Engineers, who are 
determining to the nth degree, just exactly 
where they are as they go along.’ 

And in that careful determination they are 
disclosing some disturbing facts, as far as the 
town boundaries are concerned - for the old 
Town Bounds just ain't where they are supposed 
to be. ‘ 

We have had hints of this, from time to time 
in the case of the North Reading- Wilmington 
bounds.’ The Ralph Barden family, in the last 
house on Concord Street, several years ago sent 
their children to the North Reading schools for 
two years, when it was determined they lived in 
that town, but now they are again in Wilmington 
and sending their children to the Wilmington 
schools.” 

Our Town Engineer, George Maynard, in the 
Middlesex Superior Court, last summer, testi- 
fied that he could not "certainly" state that 
the town bound on Salem Street, near the North 
Reading State Sanitorium, was in its proper 
location - this at the time of the "Hathaway" 
gravel pit trial. 

(The bound, about which our Town Engineer 
was testifying is the so-called "Southeast Cor- 
ner of Nod", dating back to the 1660's when the 
territory north of Salem Street was known as 
the "Land of Nod") 

Our State Department of Public Works engi- 
neers show that there are two discreptancies. 
fhey show that Wilmington should claim a strip 
of land about 50 feet wide, at Lowell Street, 
now shown as part of the Town of Reading.’ We 
report this fact, but have no comment. 

The other discreptancy is on Concord Street, 
where the State engineers show that the North 
Reading - Wilmington line very neatly bisects 
the home of Alden Boyd, and thus puts the en- 
tire Barden home back in North Reading.: 

Now it happens that Wilmington is one of the 
few towns in this Commonwealth which has a com- 
plete photographic survey, taken from the air, 
available for inspection. Last weekend we took 
the trouble to "montage" a number of these 
photographs, and we found out that on Park St. 
there is also a question as to the boundary. 

Montaging photographs, of course, is not ex- 
actly 100% accurate. The photos are supposed to 
be on a seale of 100 feet to one inch, but it 
is entirely possible that one is 99.99 feet to 
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the inch, 
inch - so we cannot guarantee what we found, 
although there is enough error shown to not be 
doubted that some exists. 

The official description of Wilmington, writ 
ten in 1906 by a commission of the Legislature 
shows that from the "Southeast Corner of Nod 
to a point about 400 feet north of "Jenks Cor- 
ner" ( a pipe in the Ipswich River) there isa 
straight line. . 

But the bounds on which the Selectmen of Wil 
mington and North Reading have agreed these ma- 
ny years do not lie on that straight line, in- 
so far as Concord Street and Park Street are 
concerned. There is a distinct "bow" in the 
line, as it is now constituted. A straight line 
stretched between these two points moves the 
town line about 200 feet into Wilmington, at 
both these streets, and in the land between 
them. 

Not only that, but the distances do not a- 
gree either. In a distance of about two miles 
the measurements on a photo-montage are about 
2000 feet short of the described and prescribed 
distance, as given in the 1906 commission re- 
port. 

If we assume that the Southeast Corner of 
Nod, and Jenks Corner bounds are in the right 
place, we find that the Barden home is in North 
Reading, on Concord Street, and the Chernaga 
and Linehan homes, on Park Street, are also in 
North Reading.’ 

And we are not even certain that the South 
East Corner of Nod, and Jenks' Corner are in 
the exact position where they should be - al- 
though they were placed there way back in 1730, 
or earlier, in the case of Nod.’ 

(And Nod, itself, was located in a wrong 
position, back in the 1660's - but that's a- 
nother story). 

WHAT THE N E GAS APPLICATION MEANS 

The prime news, in Wilmington, last week was 

that the New England Gas Products Company had

again applied for building permits in Wilming- 
ton. 

For some months the people of Wilmington 
have been waiting for a court decision - does 
or does not the company have a right to erect a 
plant in Wilmington, when they made application 
before our new Zoning Laws were passed, were 
approved, and then disapproved under the new 
laws? 

The case is very complicated - so much so 
that the Justice who was in charge has wholly 
approved of the application for new permits -so 
that some of the complications may be removed. 

It is understood that he was in favor of 
granting the Gas Company's appeal - of finding 
in favor of the company - but that the case had 
been so complicated the "I was - you wasn't” 
events of the past that he desired the case be 
simplified. 

So now the Building Inspector is probably 
going to turn down the present application, and 
the Board of Appeals will again hear an appeal 
in behalf of the company. We may guess that the 
Appeal Board will again turn them down - there 
has been no changes of which we are aware — and 
again theré will be a trial in court - but this 
time there will be less complications, and the 
Court will be able to get a clearer picture. 

At least that's the way we understand it. 


THE WHY OF THE DELAY ’ 

Last week the Board of Selectmen were ap- 
prised of the fact that the Finance Committee 
has not voted some needed "emergency" money for 
the ambulance fund, administered by the Fire 
Department for the operation of the Town Ambul- 
ance. The money, it turned out, was asked for 
last April. 

We have an answer from one member of that 
board, which, as its name betokens, is duty 
bound to consider the town's financial problems 

"Our regular firemen" this member said, "re- 
ceive a good week's pay. In addition to this we 
have a number of call firemen, who get $1 an 
hour for responding to fires. Every time our 
ambulance is used to transfer a person from one 
hospital to another, in other words a "taxi-
